Having conducted the render to that 
point at which tho financial foaturo of 
the uubjeot naturally crops out, lot ub 
now proceed briefly to Bhow thntnnder 
the echemo thus roughly sketched a 
greatly improved Judiciary would not 
bo incompatible with retrenchment. 
If wo succeed in showing that the coIoh 
niflt3 can enjoy an amplitudo of good law 
at no greater cost than tho present, much 
will bo accomplished ; but if wo suc- 
ceed in showing that the genuine arti« 
olo can really bo had for loss than is 
being paid for, shall we say, a spurious 
article, tho scheme will have an addi- 
tional claim to consideration. Leaving 
the Supreuio Court ub at present oon- 
etitutod, there uro six Bt-pendary 
Magistrates in recoipt of, say, on an 
average $3,000, a year, or §18,000 in 
all. Wo would not proposo dispensing 
with the services ol a Stidenpiary or 
Police Magistrate at Victoria. The 
community is large, and tho maritime 
interests of the place appear to lequire 
tbe'constaot ptesetico of Mich an officer. 
Stripped of his powers and relieved oj 
his duties as County Court Judge, the 
Magistrate in Victoria would find hia 
timo sufficiently employed as Governor 
of the Jail, Commissioner ol Police, and 
(why not ?) Ilarbour-Master. As other 
towns increaso in size and importance 
they might he entitled to the presence 
of a similar salaried functionary J but 
in tho piesent state of affairs it is t- imply 
a piece ol inoxcusublo superfluity to 
supply them with paid Magistrates. 
We propose, then, to dismiss tho re- 
maining five Stipendiary Magistrates and 
supply their places by the two County 
Court Judgos beforenieniioned, at a 
salary of 53,000 each, thus effecting a 
clear saviug of 39,000 by the change. 
It will be observed tho wo have pro- 
ceeded upon the assumption that tho 
Supremo judicature would remain un- 
disturbed, at least in so far as the two 
Courts and two Chief Justices are con- 
corned. But it must not bo inferred 
that this is a satisfactory condition or 
that we aie disposed to leave it undis- 
turbed. It is greatly to be desired that 
there should bo hut oue Supreme Court 
for the United Colony, presided over 
by one Chief Justice ; and ttio people 
will not bo content until this is the cuso. 
The reasons for such a change are so 
strong, so obvious, and havo been kept 
fo constantly before tho public over 
smce the "Union of tne Colonics that we 
will notvonturo to futigno the reader 
with a reproduction of them now. It 
is already known taut this uDomaly exiatu 
because we happen to have two Chief 
Justices on our hands, neither of which 
we are permitted to get rid of ! The 
arrangement is one, therefore, purely 
in the interest ol two individual Judges, 
and in total disregard of tho wishes and 
interests of the Colonists, a condition 
of things scarcely consistent with the 
pc-BUion of a self, sustaining Colony. 
We have been assured, it is true, that 
this arrangement is only intended to 
continue until provision can ho made 
elsewhere for one of tho Judgos. With- 
out thinking that the Colonial Uffico 
functionaries Will exeit themselves very 
much to make such provision, and 
thereby relieve us cf one Chief J ustice and 
$0,000 a year, so long as thero is a quiet 
snbiniBfion on the pari of the people, we 
are Btill justified in looking at tho ro- 
consmicuon of the Judiciary of tho 
Colony in the light of the more radical 
and beneficial change which would leave 
us with one Supreme Court presided 
over by ou c Chief Justice. In this view 
of the caso, wo need only invest tho 
plan wo have sketched with sufficient 
e\aBticity to make the two legal gentle- 
men Puisne Judge", and wo havo at 
once a complete Judiciary, with a por- 
fect Ctun of Api cnl, and at tho sumo 
time a ikying f 515,000 a year. Now, 
we make no pretensions to having 
marked oue a complete system. There 
aie many mait^-a f detail connected 
with llegi-trt, 8| Clerks. &e, which 
would necesfiuilj be considered in or- 
ganizing, but whi, n we do not care to 
dwell upon at preset*, ; but we havo, we 
veuturo to think, indicted with a suffici- 
ent degiceof clearness and force the 
fuct that the present coniujorj ol I be 
Judiciary of ibo Colony is anomalous 
pernicious, unsatisfactory , expensive, 
and that a complete reconstrncton upon 
a basis which will combine eflUlohoy 
with economy is not only practical,^, 
but tho immediate attainment ol wh v. Q 
lies within tl o ability of the Colony. 
And, moreover, wo venture to hope that 
this is one of tho very first su jects 
•which will occupy tho attention ol His 
Excellency Governor Musgrave. Tho 
saving of $15,000 a year cannot bo re- 
garded altogether with indifference in 
tho present firaitonod financial oircum- 
siances of the Colony ; but wo .venture 
to assure II is Excellency that, much as 
tho Colonists feel tho pinching* ot pre* 
vailing impecuniosity, they leel still more 
the very uusatislactory condition ot tho 
Judiciary of .ho Colony. 



San Francisco Correspondence. 

San Francibco, August 17th, 1869. 
San Francisco may havo meiils as a place 
of residonoo, but assuredly its dim to baa no- 
thing to do with constitute one of them. 
To odc who has lived io Victoria and inhaled 
its pure atmosphere and enjoyed the genial 
breezes that fan the cheek of summer there 
and impart vigour aud vitality to every one 
and everything the experiences its tiofluence, 
the disagreeables of the San Francisco oliaiato 
cannoi (ail to bo doubly aunoyiug. Tho bleak 
winds, and the clouds and Etorms of sand 
that fill otie'n eyes and nose and mouth and 
ears, cuute walking and driving (instead ol 
beiti^ looked upon in the light iuxuries) to 
Oo regarded as evilB, to be avoided as much 
an poseiblo. Bouling is about us much in- 
dulged in ub it would bo il to eoter a plea- 
sure boat were reully n serious penal maiter ; 
and when ono guzas upon the constant 
troubled waters of the bay here, and recalls 
the ttuiet and beautiful Viototia arm, and 
the fleet of boats that usually enliven the 
unruffled surface of the waters there, he natur- 
ally enough sighs for the "good old iimt" 
and wishes he were back again, and on the 
roml io Liictirtpplle'ai landing with tho Dart 
unci tho Gorge occupying the £most prominor.t 
place in bis thought. To appreciate the 
desirableness of Victoria as a place of reei- 
denee a person ho» but to leave and contrast 
it wi h oilier place*, whon at once from a 
'•nothing io complain ol" sort ol place il rieec 
to tho pisiiion of a realized Utopia. It may 
suit your prominent polllioaofl to wrangle 
aud grumble and growl about the mal-ud- 
n initiation of affairs iu your Colony, and 
joii may priot to the Sialca as modoln 
portby of imitation ; but when British Col- 
umbia s-hall buvo become us corrupt in gov- 
ernment us is tbo State ot California, it will 
be when it shull havo ceased loown allegiance 
io Great Britain, and shall have becomo puit 
and paroalof this unwieldy republic. How- 
ever much xVmcrieon institutions in theory 
may be worthy of admi ration, in practice 
they aro thoroughly bod, and many ol them 
worse than usilefS. The sysiem of govern- 
tnent here seems to be rotien to the very 
core, every fibre of which it is composed is 
diseased, and it would be hard to say where 
corruption root luxuiiates. 

Train, the arraul humbug, has at last laken 
his departure, but not before ho had th< - 
roughly played himself out with all clnsiee 
ol the community, not even excepting hi? 
"own br.ive und intelligent Iiish boy." How 
mti-.:h more freely you Britishers iu Vancou- 
ver must ho able to breath again, now that 
tin ibreat of invasion, and ci pture, and an- 
nexation is no long held o»er your heads by 
the warlike Irishman. His greenback ar.d 
Cliiriu immigration schemes met but little 
tavor at the hands of the mob hero who love 
the gulden dollar aud held John Chinaman 
to be ihe nuturul enemy of the 30ns of the 
Emerald Isle ; and he was, of course, al- 
together incapable of influencing lor good or 
ill any class but that composed of the veriest 
rable The eieht hnnr system ot labour that 
tennnd ushort while ago to be eo firmly es- 
tablished, and to be working so well among 
ihe mechanics in this lity, is juat now cre- 
ating quite ueiir : Capitalists and employers 
of labor, attributing the present unprecedent- 
ed depression io business to the eight hour 
system, have commenced unlive hostilities 
ugaiLst the league mtn, and they prefect a 
tront to held and strong looking that they 
thruaten tho overthrow of tha alleged evil 
with a fuir prospect of success : but on ibe 
other bund trades unions are so extensevely 
and so thoroughly organized io the city, and 
they work so zealously lor each other and 
lor their cause, and seem to be determined 
to resist even uulo the death, that after all 
its dillieuli to think they will iu the cad al- 
low I hansel ves to be vanquished. 

Sinco the opening ol t be overland railroad, 
this Cuy and Stale have been deluded with 
travellers from ihe east, who agree iu speak- 
ing iu the mo;t rapturous forms ol thn aopeci 
and resources of the '-Pacific Slope." Fur- 
ther than Ihe liiflmg bustle Ihe movement ol 
so many strangers io our midest makes, the 
ruilroad has not hitberlo made its ii fluence 
pariioulary lelt on the prcBperuy ol t:ie 
place. 'Ihe money murket remains tight, 
merchants seem cramped and timid, real 01- 
t^te is tumbling dewn almost as much as 
11 did in Victoria a ft w years ago, and, al- 
together, bu-iucss seems lo be at a standstill. 
The Municipal election* uro at hand and 
paity feeling runs high. There seems, how- 
ever, 10 bo so little goi d in aey of them, 
thai 'twill make little difference which sid 
curries theiday. wrongdoing and mismanage- 
ment will continue, pub ic interest will he 
sacrificed to priva'e convenience as hereto- 
fore, and so we shall go along in the old Iimp- 
iog style.

Great Capture ok A'halbs. — A corres- 
pondent ol a Glasgow paper, writing Irom 
Siorooway, says thut 011 July 24 an immense 
school ol "ca"itig whales'' was descried dis- 
spor'iog themselves of] the bay. Every 
cue in tho ploeo was on tho qui vive for their 
destruction, and a flael of fiiiy boats, man- 
ned by snout 140 men, put out from land, 
and gelling to seawurds of the shoal, drove 
them, alter twelve hours' roil, into Storno- 
way harbour, nil tho whole posso were safe 
in tho bav, and wero eirivon on shorn like 
sbcep. The scene which ensued was most 
exei'ing, as it.o unwieldy leviathans one alter 
anoil cr suacumbod. Every description 0! 
weapon had been brought into uh>, and 183 
ot the levia'hans wete soon harpooned und 
ready lor flinching' Tho whole of them 
were sold by public auction, realising £869, 
wl ieb is to be equally divided among th8 cap- 
tors, j'i'hn largest whale mo <sured 30 feet io 
length, with a girth of 12 feel, aud fetched 
£l2i;tbQ rest averaging about £3 each. The 
last cuptcro wun in 1853, when ovor 100 
were taken in tho bay ; but about twenty five 
•.ears back, on one occasion, nairly 400 
were captured in tho same manner as on the 
present occasion.

Horrible l)eatb» 

Lately, saysthe Nashville Press and Timet 
S. W. MoClellandlolt his home in Carthage 
to visit a neighboring town.

On 
the road be oveitook a Miss Blivins, to whom 
ho wos ongaged to be married. She was 
also mounted und gaily drepsid, and had a 
scarlet ribbon for a sash. The horse of Mc- 
Clolland seomed to become lightened at the 
dazzling colors and became restive. The 
rider, however, managed bfm pretty well, 
and continued lo jog on by the side of Miss 
Blivins until that thoughtless young lady 
guve him a slight tup vi'h her switch, when 
he started off like a g/'raak. She spurred up 
her lillle mure after the enraged horse, but 
wss speedily left bfO'nd. Tho horse rushed 
madly on, and in crossing n brokon oart of 
the road, two mil's lr0 ^ Lebanon, in Wilson 
county, ho threw his rider violently to the 
ground. The ridei's foot caught in the stir- 
rnp, and ho was dragged along tho rough 
road at tho rate ol twelve miles an hour at 
tfe.e heels of tho inluriuted horse. His bones 
were near'y all broken, aud he was gashed 
and marig'ed up in u most Irightfal manner. 
The horse didn't Blop till ho ran into the 
squaro at Lobjtion, when he fell down ex- 
hausted and died in a few minutes. The 
mang.'ed remuins of the ridet were gathered 
up, put in a box, and ennt homo to his friends. 

Stranoe Reason for Suicide. — The Hun- 
garian journals relate the following extraor- 
dinary ease of suicide : — " About the mid- 
dle ol Joly, John Stebaleski, a shopkeeper 
in the Rue Sebastiaui. at Pasth, came down 
from his bedroom ut 5 o'clock in the morning 
leaving his wile in bed, whilst a clerk was 
sleeping in un apartment at the back. He then 
shaved himself, put on his host doiius, 
alretehcd himself on the counter, and huving 
loaded u pi-t 1. discharged the contents i i- 
to his heart Dealh was, of coutse, instan- 
taneous, The horror and astonishment of 
his wile, tho clerk and the neighbors wete 
indescribable, and the more so that no one 
knew of any motive lor ihe commission til 
the dcHporute oci. Whilst all Were list in 
conjecture:-', au old fnei d of Ihe deceased 
came rushing up out ol breath. He had just 
received by post a let er from Stebaleski, 
dated the previous evening, and thus word- 
ed: ' My dear friend — I navo decided lo 
kill myself to-morrow. Lile is uu^uppon- 
able. I a.iore my wile, but sbo bus grown 
so stuut — she that was of so ravishing a 
figuro when I marrie I her. Adieu, friend : 
tell my wife thai I prefer lo die rutber than 
bo unfaithful to her, or lo soparale myself 
from her by means of the law. Farewell, 
and pi'y me.' " 

Proposed Channel Tunnel, — A enrres 
poudent, in correcting a statement whicD. 
appeared iu a daily coDiemporary, as follows,

Extraordinary P&ocnnDiNaa in tue Har- 
bor. — A most extraordinary procoedirig took 
place at the wharf of Dioksoo, Campbell <fc 
Co. last evening, on board the American 
steamer Varuoa, which waB noticed yesterday 
morning as a runaway from tho American 
aide. It appeals that the steamer is claimed 
•s part of the aesets of tbe bankrupt firm ol 
Glidden & Williams, lumbermen of Port 
Orchard, Washington Territory, by whom 
she was used bb a tow boat. The steamer, 
it seems, is largely indebted to her hauda, 
who, naturally wishing to obtain their wages, 
induced a Capt. Spaulding,(who is represent- 
ed to ho two-thirds ownor ot the oratt) to 
bring her to Victoria, which ha did. arriving 
here in the steamer on Tuesday uighi. 
Yesterday evening arrived tho steamer Celilo, 
from Port fowosend, bringing an American 
deputy-sheriff, named Jackaon, Capt. Glid 
den and another man, all three of whom, it 
is alleged, lost co timo in boarding tbo 
steamer, and driving Spaulding and bis 
bands ashore. Jackaon, it is said, drew a 
revolver on Spaulding ; fcjpaulding drew his 
rovolver, and for a few minutes it rcully 
looked as though blood would bo Bued. 
Spaulding subsequently sought legul udvicr, 
while the deputy-sherilf fortified himself in 
the pilot-house. It is to be hoped that so 
bigh-handed an outrage as ttra appoars to 
be will not be allowed to go unpunished.

Francisco, have brouget about tho unhappy 
result. Tho pressure below reacts on l'uget 
Sound, one old established mill company has 
gone under ; and nono of the remainder aro 
working full time.

Since then I hnvo had several com« 
munioalion with the Governor's and Ad* 
miral's Secretaries, but up to tl is date 
nothing has been done in coueequeuce of 
the supioeness of sonic of the members of 
tho Committee including rnj self, It is now 
upwards ot thirteen months tioce I first ogi- 
tuled ihe quesiioo ; I renew it once mure 
tru ting thai fie citizens of Victoiia will 
sec ihe nece.-sity of having a Sailors' Home 
established in this city They are all aware 

at vessels pass our port and proceed lo Sun 
Francisco to procuie crews, which is a seri- 
ous injury to the commerce of the place and 
which could bo obviated il wo had a Homo 
fur Seaman.

Sunt. LtiiLooBT, August 31st, 1869. 
Editor Colonist :— On our orrivul at 
Hope, August 20, two pii-ioners named 
Samuel and Richard Price arrived from 
Kootenay iu charge of officer Carrington, as- 
sisted by Dr. Chieholm and Mr. Fitztubbs. 
They were takon to Fort Yule, bad their 
examination belore Judge O'Riily, and wero 
committed for trial on the following charges: 
Samuel Prico with Hhooting and killing an 
Indian, oged 19, and Richard with firing ot 
an Indian women. They were taken to New 
Westminster in charge ol officer Coflco, to 
await the arrival of Chief Justice Begbiu. 
Tho prisoners, who have the richest el>\im in 
Kootenay, and are woith about $20,000, 
found that their cluim wus robbod Irom timo 
to timo by ludian-. The day before tho 
shooting took placo tho decoasod was seen 
on their ground and was warned off, Tho 
following day, August 3d, the deceased was 
again seen and ahot by Samuel Price and 
died instuntly. Tho prisoners, who have 
be«n living ut Kootenay lour years, are much 
respected; tticy ura good hard, working men, 
and wore never known to have a high word 
with anyone. A goad deal of sympathy is 
felt lor them. Their claim is paying $20 to 
the hand, and a pieoe ot gold was tuken out 
the day before tho shooting which we'gbed 
$78, a fact that was well known to the In- 
dians.
